Don Elder has seen it all. 

For 30 years he worked at 
Rockwett international, climb- 
ing froma factory position to 
director of urban affairs in Dal- 
las, only to return home to 
Columbus as employment 
manager at the huge Colum- 
bus plant. 

A native of Columbus, he 
had worked his way up to 
affirmative action officer in 
Columbus when he first left, in 
1974, to take a position with 
Rockwell in California. 
Although he has retired from 
Rockwell to work for the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation 
and Corrections, his wife con- 
tinues to work at Rockwell. 
Thus, it could be argued that 

- noonecan give a better history 
of the efforts the Columbus 
office has made to hire and 
promote qualified Black can- 
didates. 

Don Elder has heard it all. 

He knows all the excuses 
why Blacks have not been 
promoted in the business 
community in Columbus--and 
-across the country. “There 


aren't enough qualified candi- 
dates,’’ some say. ‘‘They 
haven't been in the pipeline 
fong enough,” offers say: “We 
can't get peopie in the disci- 
plines for which we hire,” a 
third corporate apologist 
might say. 

But Don Elder can look back 
with 30 years of experience 
and refute all those arguments- 
-at least at his former com- 
pany, Rockwell. And, the 
examples he gives seem to fit 
patterns of behavior which are 
common in the corporate 
world--and which serve to 
hinder the progress of Blacks 
into key positions. 

During the early 1970s, Elder 
recalled, Blacks filed a class 
action suit against Rockwell 
which addressed discrimina- 
tion in hiring for factory 
employment. While the con- 
sent decree which followed 
addressed the needs of factory 
workers, the needs of Black 
professionals were never sim- 
ilarly addressed.

Rick Singletary is a survivor, 
and so is the store he owns. 

After one tumultous year of 
operation. the Singletary Pla- 


zaMart. which was to be the #4 


most ambitious supermarket 
project in the country operated 


by a Black entrepreneur, isstill 


in business. 

The store has survived 
serious problems of employee 
theft, a bankruptcy, and the. 
subsequent yanking of over 
$100,000 in inventory from the 
shelves. It has survived wran- 
gling between the store and its 
lender and the Small Business 
Administration. 

It is like a hospital patient 
who. though alive. has lost.a lot 
of blood. His condition is not 
too spectacular, but it’s cer- 
tainly better than the alternative. 

Singletary PlazaMart opened 
August 26. 1984, with a blizzard 
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RICK SINGLETARY 
...80iil in business 
of activity befitting the magni- 
tude of the project. Thousands 
of community residents 
poured through the gleaming 
néw store, which featured pos- 
sibly the most attractive envir- 
onment for buying groceries in 
the city. 


However, shortly after the 


opening of the store, problems 
began. The store. which had 
been opened with very little 
cash on hand, ran into prab- 
lems very early in paying its 
suppliers. 

According to Singletary, 
within four months of its open- 
ing, the lender -- Bank Ore, 
which had written the loan in 
conjunction with the SBA -- 
began to .pressure Singletary 
to close the PlazaMart, citing 
the perilous cash position. 

The store’s problems culmi- 
nated in bankruptcy and the 
decision, by the lender, Bank 
One. to pull $120,000 in inven- 
tory off the shelves. 

But Rick Singletary is confi- 
dent. “! feel pretty good we 
were abie to keep the store 
open.” Singletary remarked. 
“We have gotten a lot of new 
traffic in the store.” 
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The store's business has 
been “down considerably” 
since Bank One pulled the 
inventory off the shelves, Sin- 
gletary added, but he is con- 


tinuing to expect positive 
results from the various adver* 
tising campaigns he has been 
promoting to let the commun- 
ity know that the store remains 
in business. 

Abankruptcy plan is due into 
the Bankruptcy Court by the 
end of September, Singletary 
stated.

Examine judicial pay 


The indictment of East Cleveland Municipal Judge Fred 
M. Mosely and several postponements of his trial for 
alleged violations of the Hobbs Act, accepting kickbacks, 
dramatizes the need for legal reforms regarding compensa- 
tion for public officials who are suspended from office 
because of pending criminal charges. 

Currently, public officials continue to be paid while 
awaiting trial, even if like Judge Mosely, they are attempt- 
ing to work out an agreement to plead guilty in exchange 
for a lighter sentence. 

Judge Mosely is presumed innocent until he is convicted 
or pleads guilty, but his absence from the court poses a 
severe financial problem to the City of East Cleveland. The 
city is operating at a loss, but has to pay for two judges, one 
of whom is not working. Of Mosely's $54,354.92 annual 
salary, $32,612.95 is paid by the city, which also pays a 
similar amount to visiting or acting judges to operate the 
court. : 

- The balance for both judges is paid by the taxpayers of 
Cuyahoga County.

Among Blacks, the rates are 
higher still--almost half the Black 
elderly are either in poverty or just 
above the poverty line. 

Part of the myth of the well-to- 


do elderly is that older people 
don't really need their social secur- 
ity income--they have income 
from other sources. But the aver- 
age older citizen does depend on 
social. security--without it, he or 
she would be in big trouble. 

Social security makes up over 
three-fourths of the total income 
of elderly households with income 
of less than $9,000 a year. The less 
the total household income, the 
greater the importance of that 
social security check. 

That annual cost of living

it is clear there will be a strong 
push to place a Black ‘on the'state- | 
wide ballot. The Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio (BEDO), a 
statewide organization lead by the 
12 Black state legislators, has 


been gearing up for a statewide 
campaign since 1984. 

Ohio, in fact, lags behind most 
other major industrial states in the 
lack of Blacks in high-ranking 
statewide elective posts. Califor- 
nia, Illinois, New York; Connecti- 
cut, Michigan--even Colorado and 
Alabama -- have elected Blacks to 
statewide office. Ohio has had 
only one Black--former Supreme 
Court Judge Robert Duncan-- 
elected to statewide office, and he 
ran unopposed. 

State Rep. C.J. McLin of Dayton, 
head of BEDO, is making plans for 
the placement of a Black as an 
endorsed candidate on the state- 
wide Democratic ticket. 

“BEDO will be pushing that one 
of the vacancies in 1986 will be a 
Black,” McLin stated. “We think it’s 
right, we think we deserve it, and 
we'll be fightiig foP 1¥." °°" 

Between now and March, 1986-- 
when the candidates file their peti- 
tions for statewide office--there 
wil be a lot of pushing and shoving 
to place names on the ballot.

older people can keep up with the 
rising cost of living. Put a cap on it 
and they will have to reduce living 
standards that, in too many 
instances, are already far too low. 

Older Blacks and older women 
would be the two groups hit hard- 
est by any tampering with social 


security benefit levels. Reducing 
the deficit is important, but doing it 
at the expense of older people in 
need is unconscionable. 

Another popular idea to hold 
down the deficit is to cut Medicare 
and Medicaid costs. Older people 
have already seen their Medicare 
premiums rise sharply in recent 
years, and cuts have severely 
reduced access to health care by 
the poor and the elderly. 

The aged poor would be hit 
hardest since they are most likely 
to require long-term care either in 
nursing homes or in community- 


based service settings, and Medi- 
caid is the primary public source 
of support for long-term care. . 
So if Washington goes the route 
of further cuts in benefits for older 
people, it will force hundreds of 
thousands to sharply lower their 
living standards and to live in 


poverty. 

Like other planned spending 
reductions to lower the deficit, 
these cuts are unnecessary. Since 
the deficit is caused by runaway 
defense spending and-the:syste-. 
matic sticiriking of the tax base in- 
recent years, it can be cul by tower 
defense spending and higher tax 
revenues. 

Tackling the deficit by taking 
more from the most vulnerable 
sectors of our society is the wrong 
policy. It’s another instance of the 
unfairness that has guided 
national policies for too long. 

Congress should not be an 
accomplice in spreading more 
misery among older Americans in 
poverty. The goal of deficit reduc- 
tion need not conflict with sensible 
policy choices, and with the need 
for government to be responsive to 
its citizens.

Moody’s remarks suggested 
that the real problem is upwardly 
mobile Blacks’ apathy. | wanted to

A white lady from Wilmington, DE 
corroborated Voif’s contention.

“A manager might say to 
inother manager, ‘I'll issue a 
equisition to hire your son or 
jaughter, if you'll issue a 
equisition to hire mine,” Elder 
slleged. “But Blacks are not in 
4 position to do that.” 

Contrary to the corporate 
Joomsayers, Elder found that 
there were often qualified 
Black candidates for such 
positions. In fact, Elder said, 
(Blacks) have got to be over- 
qualified coming in” to even 
compete for many of the jobs. 


Yet there were a number of 
reasons why Blacks were not 
hired in greater numbers. 

One was the pattern of nep- 
otism hiring which prevailed at 
Rockwell. Elder recalled sev- 
eral instances where friends 
and family members of white 
Rockwell employees were 
hired into supervisory roles 
without even rudimentary 
training or experience in the 
areas for which they were 
being hired. 

Another reason was the 
interview format for hiring. 
Elder said the format was 
“purely subjective. (There 
were) no structured interviews, 
no structured questions.” 

One well-qualified Black 
who applied for a position at 
Rockwell was denied, Elder 
recalled, because, in the words 
of the manager, “the guy didn't 
fit (his) ‘comfort zone’.” The 
applicant had a big afro 
hairstyle. 

Even if a Black makes it 
through the interview process, 
he or she is likely to be tracked 
into a lower-paid position than 
a white, 

When Elder returned to 
Columbus, he found in his per- 
sonnel office a Black woman 
who had been hired around the 
same time as two white males, 
who had more job-related 
experience than the white 
males and a similar educa- 
tional background--but was 
making $5000 less than the 
more highly-paid of her two 
counterparts. 

Those who have started 
lower on the ladder remain 
tracked in that place, Elder 
believed. Opportunities for 
advancement were few and far 
between for Blacks in the 
Rockwell family. 

Senior-level positions in the 
plant were never posted, Elder ., 
recalled, “and no one knows 
they're open until they're filled. 
Once they're filled, all you can 
do is complain about it.”

“they recruited from other cor- 
porations white executives. 
But, conversely, they didn't 
recruit Black executives. Con- 
sequently, they say they can't . 
find any.” 

In Elder's office was a color- 
coded chart of the employees 
at the Columbus Rockwell 
plant, and whether they were 
from within the organization or 
outside. it showed that much of 
the senior-level management 
team in Columbus was brough 
to the Rockwell plant--and the

And, the practices have 
created a veritable hall of fame 
of Rockwell employees who 
have improved their career 
options because they left the 
sprawling defense contractor. 

Like Fred Johnson, an 
honors graduate of Howard 
University, who left a profes- 
sional position at Rockwell and 
is now Manager for staff Oper- 
ations at Bell Labs in Colum- 
bus. , 

Or Robert Hawes, who left 
Rockwell to become Chief of 
Materials and Cost Manage- 
ment with competitor defense 
contractor Martin-Marietta in 
Orlando, Florida. 

And, sych practices have led 
toa state of affairs where, Elder 
says, only three Blacks are in 
supervisory roles above pay 
grade 10 in the plant--O. Ray 
Sr., Rockwell's Affirma- 
tive Action Officer; Emerson 
Harris, an engineering super- 
visor; and Ernest Sullivan, the 
plant's employee relations 
manager. 

Dent Williams, spokesper- 
son for the Rockwell Plant, 
would only say that the plant 
has “met its affirmation action 
goals based on the percentage 
of Blacks in the Columbus 
SMSA (metropolitan area),” 
and that a recent compliance 
review by the federal govern- 
ment found Rockwell in 
compliance. 

Elder shakes his head at all 
the corporate excuses. 

But most importantly, Elder 
looks back on an era of 
expanding opportunity with 
some regret. 

“This stage of affirmative 
action is over,” Elder says, 
looking back over a 30-year 
career at Rockwell. “Until we ' 
start getting into the policy- 

making positions, we'll be 
fighting the same battles all 
over again.”

In an 
interview before the luncheon, 
Collins explained why her stu- 
dents excel.at Westside Prep 
after having failed in more tra- 
ditional schools. 

“What others see as rejects, 
we see as a challenge,” she 
said. 


graduated students who 
read, write and communicate 
effectively. Collins said “they 
can take care of themselves, 
and they won't live on welfare 
because they don't want to live 
on welfare. They are confident 
that they can care for them- 
selves,” she said, “this is my 
contribution to America.” 

Students who attend the 
preparatory school, ages 3 
through 13, finish with aca- 
demic skills evaluated at a col- 
lege freshman level. According 
to Collins, there are 23 million 
illiterates in this country and 47 
million functioning illiterates. 

Children haven't been taught 
to read and write accurately, 
Collins explained. “They have 
no true comprehension skills. 
Also, minority children have 
not been taught to think effec- 
tively,” she added. According 
toe Collinge, there is no need-for 
this. 

Coitins said, this might not 
make her the most popular

tems. across the country, but 
she believes teachers are far 
too complacent today, and 
many lack self confidence. 

Teachers should continue 
learning constantly, says Col- 
lins. Too many teachers are 
eager to use last year’s lesson 
plans. “This isn't good,” said 
Collins, especially for the stu- 
dents. “My teachers work year 
‘round,” she said. 

‘During the summer the 
teachers at Westside Prepara- 
tory begin preparing: for the 
fall. They read constantly, 
sometime eight hours per day, 
Collins said.” | could never 
understand how teachers 
could start school the same 
time as the student, and be well 
prepare to teach them.” 

‘Collins’ teachers are not 


succeeding, not playing and 
socializing. 

Although Collins is director 
of Westside Preparatory, she 
teaches daily. Collins loves 
teaching. She said her method 
of teaching is spreading. This 
fall at the Teacher Training 
Institute in Chcago, 300 pros- 
pective teachers will be trained 
according to her methods of 
teaching. . 

Collins teaching Methods 
require sincere dedication, she 
explained. It is the teacher's 
attitude in the classroom that is 
so important, said Colljns. 
They must be confident and 
secure about themselves, she 
added. “All of my teachers are 
retrained, regardless of. where 
they, got their educational 
training. Where they gat their 


allowadte a8sign homework aS=training has nothing what- 


‘busy-work’. Homework is for 
the purpose of reinforcement 
and | explain to my staff, if they 
don't have the time to check 
the work thoroughly, then 
please don't assign it, she said. 
The same holds true for book 
reports. Collins said her 
teachers cannot assign books 
they have not read themselves. 

“I've found with my own 
children, that they don't always 
read the books they are 
assigned. My son said he reads 
the first part pf the ‘book, the 
middle and the end, and yet he 
could easily bring home an A 
on that report without ever hav- 
ing read the book. At Westside 
Preparatory, | require all book 
reports to be done orally,” she 
said. 

There are no playground 
facilities at the preparatory 
school and many have often 


_eritized the administrative pol- 


icies regarding the schools: 
lack of interest in social activi- 
ties. However, Collins said her 
school was not founded to 
entertain students but to teach 
them. 

Moreover, Collins believes 
and has found it to be true, that 
learning can be just as much 
fun and entertaining as social- 
izing. Black children have too 
much unsupervised leisure 
time as it is, says Collins. “And 
when achild reaches the age of 
21, where will his playgrounds 
be,” ask Collins. At her school 
Collins says, they prepare stu- 


soever to do with their _atti- 
tudes, and their attitudes have | 
everything to do with the 
student's progress,” explained 
Collins. 

There are 200 students cur- 
rently attending Westside pre- 
paratory and Collins is looking 
to expand her learning facility.
